Atomic Blast Is Set Off by AEC 


Speculation Mushrooms in Wake of History’s 
Eleventh Such Explosion — 
Others Expected. 


LAS VEGAS, Nev., Jan. 29 
(AP) — The tenth and eleventh 
atomic blasts in history having 
jarred this desert gambling town, 


Las Vegas braced itself today for 
further nuclear fission. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, operating a testing range 
40 miles north of here, let go 
with another blast yesterday 
about 6 a.m. (8 a.m. St. Louis 
time), 24 hours after a lighter 
explosion Saturday. 

The detonation unleashed a 
wave of speculation as to the pos- 
sible new atomic weapons scien- 
tists may be testing. 

Like Thunderclaps. 

Hundreds of rudely-awakened 
witnesses saw a tremendous white 
flash in the sky, followed closely 
by a dimmer orange one. It was 
described as sounding like two 
great thunderclaps. The Civil 
Aeronautics Administration had 
ordered all planes out of the air 
for seven hours in the southwest 
Nevada area. One citizen said, 
“It looked like noon, even though 
it was predawn.” 

All the AEC would say immedi- 
ately was that this was atomic 
explosion No. 11, and that a sur- 
vey by its technicians indicated 
no radioactivity within a 150- 
mile radius of blast No. 10 on 
Saturday. 

The other nine nuclear blasts 
listed by the AEC: 

1. The Alamogordo, N.M., ex- 
plosion on Julv 16, 1945. 


FREEDOM - LOVING 


ANVTI- RED YOUTH 
GETS COMMUTATION 


BERLIN, Jan. 29 (UP)—The 
Dresden District Court has com- 
muted the death sentence im- 
posed on 18-year-old Hermann 
Flade, the first anti-Communist 
to be sentenced under the East 
German “warmonger” law, it was 


announced today. 

Flade's sentence was reduced to 

15 years, the Russian-German 
news agency ADN reported. 
The youth told the tribunal, “I 
love freedom more than my life.” 
This defiance, carried over a loud 
speaker from the courtroom, cap- 
tured the imagination of anti- 
Communists in western Ger- 
many, and resulted in demonstra- 
tions in his behalf. Yesterday 
4000 persons took part in such a 
demonstration in Berlin. 

Flade was found guilty of at- 
tempting to stab a Communist 
policeman who caught him dis- 
tributing anti-Communist leaflets. 
The policeman was only scratched, 
but Flade was sentenced to death 
under the new law. 


18-MILE TRAVEL 


ZONE FOR HUNGARY 
DIPLOMATS IN U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP)— 
The United States today forbade 
diplomatic representatives of 
Communist Hungary to travel be- 
yond an 18-mile zone around the 
White House except by special 


permission. 

The order was the second of 
that sort issued recently against 
a Soviet bloc state. It was in re- 
taliation for similar restrictions 
imposed Jan. 2 on movements of 
American representatives in Hun- 


ary.

POPULATION of 2,000,000 


by 1970 in the Missouri-Illinois 


district of the Bi-State Development Agency, constituting metro- 
politan St. Louis, is ‘predicted in the agency’s new planning 


program. 


“The bi-state area is the city of the future,” says the report, 
emphasizing the unity of interests throughout the district, in spite 
of the great diversity of political boundaries and control contained 


therein. 


The report, by Harland Barthol- 


omew & Associates of St. Louis, 
noted community planners, was 
submitted to the Bi-State Agency 
Jan. 2. It was prepared in com- 
pliance with a statutory require- 
ment that such a district-wide 
planning scheme be prepared for 
submission to the Legislatures of 
the two states in January. 


Report Not a Pian. 

At the time of presentation of 
the report to the — only its 
fnitial, or s 
was made public. This ‘series of 
articles will deal with the wealth 
of important and interesting de- 
tails given in the lengthy and 
documented report. Many points 
in the report substantiate some 
of the findings published last 
year in the series of Post- 
Dispatch articles entitled: “Prog- 
ress or Decay? St. Louis Must 
Choose.” 

This report does not in itself 
constitute a plan for the physical 
development of the district; it 
was not expected to do so. It 
estimates that such a comprehen- 
sive plan would cost $250,000 
and recommends that the plan 
be made. However, the report 
does constitute a milestone in the 
development of the metropolitan 
district, as it makes clear the na- 
ture and extent of the problems 
to be dealt with. 

It also contains much basic 
material in the way of facts about 
the area, and shows the need 
for orderly planning in order to 
prevent chaotic and costly spread 
of urbanization. It lists in detail 
the physical plans and legislative 
and other measures that are de- 
sirable. 

Extent of District. 

The bi-state district comprises 
the city of St. Louis, Jefferson, 
St. Charles and St. Louis coun- 
ties in Missouri and St. Clair, 
Madison and Monroe counties ia 
IIlinois. 

“All indications point to pro- 
gressive population, trade and in- 
dustrial growth in the bi-state 
area for at least the next two 
or three decades,” says the report. 

The 2,000,000 population esti- 
mate for 1970—two decades hence 
—is based on general trends of 
district and national population 
since 1870. It compares with the 
current census count of 1,726,000. 
The increase, over-all, would be 
16 per cent. However, the way in 
which this increase is expected 
to be distributed is striking. The 
1970 estimate for the district is 
broken down as follows: 

City of St. Louis, 900,000, 
increase of 6 per cent over 
1950; St. Louis county, 510,000, 
increase of 26 per cent; Jeffer- 
son county, 50,000, increase of 
32 per cent; St. Charles county, 
40,000, increase of 33 per cent; 
total for Missouri part of dis- 
trict, 1,500,000, increase of 13 
per cent. 

St. Clair county, 250,000, in- 
crease of 22 per cent; Madison 
county, 230,000, increase of 25 
per cent; Monroe county, 20,- 
000, increase of 54 per cent; 
total for Illinois part of dis- 
trict, 500,000; increase of 25 
per cent. 

Many Facilities Inadequate. 

“Many of the major physical 
facilities of the bi-state area, such 
as bridges, streets, schools, sew- 
ers and parks,” the report goes 
on, “are admittedly inadequate to 
serve the present population. The 

expected population growth is 
equivalent to the construction of 
an entire new city the size of 
Fort Worth, Tex., or Akron, O. 
Careful planning on both the 
area-wide and local basis is es- 
sential to overcome existing in- 
adequacies and provide for this 
new growth.

trade and industry, the report 
warns. They might have more ef- 
fect on what happens to the com- 
munity, within the bi-state area, 
rather than the development of 
the district as a whole, it is con- 
ceded. These factors are listed as 
follows: 

1. Poor living conditions in 
many parts of the district (one- 
fifth of all the dwelling units 
were show? to be substandard in

curred in “outlying residential 
areas that were essentially accre- 
tions to existing development,” 
with two notable exceptions, it is 
pointed out. The exceptions are 
“a significant amount. of widely 
scattered new in 
areas of Madison, St. Clair, Jef- 
ferson and St. Lo counties,” 
and large population increases in 
the obsolete or wornout older 
neighborhoods in the city of St. 
Louis, inhabited mainly by those 
in the lower income brackets. 


The latter condition is attributed, 


of course, to the housing short- 


age. 

Federal Reserve Bank estimates 
are quoted, showing that the num- 
ber of emplayed persons in the 
district (excluding Jefferson and 
Monroe counties) increased from 
546,500 in 1940 to 752,300 in 1950, 
or 37.7 per cent. 

Defects of Population Pattern. 

“Growth of the bi-state area has 
not been anticipated,” the report 
declares, “There has been no con- 
certed endeavor to direct growth 
into a sensible or logical pattern. 
As a result, the basic population 
pattern has the following defects: 

“It is sporadic and haphazard. 

“There are large areas of va- 
cant land adjacent to developed 
communities and some examples 
of quite intensive development 
far removed from other com- 
munities. 

“There are several urban 
areas of too low a. density to 
afford the needed public im- 
provements and services. 

“There are other urban areas 
where the population density is 
relatively high ahd this is one 
factor accounting fér poor liv- 
ing conditions in a few areas. 
There is no basic necessity for 
an wuhusually high density in 
the bi-state district. At a den- 
sity of 5000 persons per square 
mile, only 400 square miles, or 
11 per cent, of the bi-state dis- 
trict would be required to ac- 
commodate the estimated future 
population of 2,000,000 persons. 

Over-all Plan Needed. 

“An over-all plan to guide and 
direct the population pattern of 
the entire bi-state district is badly 
needed. Such a plan has been 
prepared only for two parts of the 
area, St. Louis and St. Louis coun- 
ty, and these two plans have nec- 
essarily been made without the 
benefit of an over-all metropolitan

“In the absence of continuous 
metropolitan population studies 
and plans, the several hundred 
public and private agencies are 
working in dark, and their 
undertakings may be at cross pur- 
poses.”

peans,” said my friend the 
editor, 245 that you don't know 
what war really means. We do.“ 

We were talking this French- 
man and I—about the widening 
gulf between America and its 
Western Allies over how to deal 
with Red China; about the reluc- 
tance of Europeans to talk tough 
to people whom Americans re- 
gard as cynical aggressors. 

“Being righteous and impulsive 
makes you feel good,” he went 
on. It's like slugging a burglar 
who’s robbing your house. But 
in the world today we must look 
at the consequences. We are on 
the verge of the bloodiest and 
most terrible war humanity has 
ever known. To be patient and 
firm and to try to avert it as 
long as there’s a chance doesn’t 
mean a surrender to tyranny.” 

Not Appeasement Talk. 


The speaker was no appeaser, 
no “neutralist.” He's the editor 


rural of one of France's biggest and 


most effective anti- Communist 
dailies. His paper —Frane Tireur 
—led the fight to support our in- 
tervention in Korea last June. 
Yet this man was speaking in a 
way that I knew could sound soft 
and even treacherous to many 
people back home. 


He was expressing a point of 
view that we Americans have 
got to understand because it’s 
so general in Europe. If we 
don’t take it into account right 
now, the free world’s alliance 
runs the grave risk of being 
split asunder — something the 
Kremlin has tirelessly striven 
to achieve for the last five 
years. 

Just as America’s leaders in 
Washington and the United Na- 
tions are acting in accordance 
with American public opinion, 
so are the democratic leaders 
of Britain and France reflect- 
ing the sentiment of their own 
people. 


What is this sentiment? I’ve 
been g with hundreds of 
Western Europeans the past cou- 
ple of months—from statesmen to 
steel workers. I've found little 
desire to appease Russia and no 
pro-Soviet feeling except among 
the Communist fifth column. But 
I found an abhorrence of war far 
greater than anything I heard in 
the states last fall. 

Signs of War All Around. 
And no wonder. The war was a 
vivid personal experience for most 
Europeans and its scars are not 
‘yet healed. This continent is full 
of people with maimed bodies and 
shattered minds. You can still 
walk through acres of rubble in 
what once were cities. I have 
been in hospitals crowded with 
tubercular children in Finland 
and I have seen 11-year-old pros- 
titutes on the streets of Naples. 
I have seen people living in caves 
like stone age creatures. 

But most Americans have been 
spared a first-hand experience 
with war and its consequences. 
Less than a million of us know 
what it feels like to be bombed 
or shot at. Even on tiny Oki- 
nawa where I served with an in- 
fantry division there were thou- 
sands of G.I.s to whom the war 
was no closer than the rumble of

With agreement reached for Ruhr heavy in- 
dustry, it is virtually certain that the plan will 
spread rapidly to all West German industry, 
and probably to many business enterprises. 
Judging from experience with somewhat similar 
but far more restricted experiments elsewhere, 
the union representatives on the boards of di- 
rectors must be able and skilled managers, with 
an eye to profits as well as wages. 

Equally must they continue to represent the 
interests of the workers, and many union men 
doubt that it is possible fo represent the inter- 
ests of both management and labor at the same 
time. Nor can the labor directors be -mere fig- 
ureheads, the creatures of either the stockhold- 
ers on one hand or the Government on the 
other, as in the Fascist corporate state. 

The Government has no direct voice in man- 
agement in this co-determination system. But 
whenever there is any dispute which the man- 
agement and labor directors are unable to solve, 
it will be settled, in effect, by the Government. 
Whether such a system is safe for traditionally 
authoritarian Germany remains to be seen. 

The plan could have tremendous immediate 
consequences. Strengthening by this much the 
position of the unions in West Germany will 
also strengthen the position of the minority 
Social Democrats, who usually speak for the 
unions. Apparently it now will become particu- 
larly important, consequently, for the West to 
heed Social Democratic objections to German 


rearmament under the conditions presently . 


proposed. 

It also makes especially urgent a completion 
of the job of winning West German workers 
from Communism. As a result of the efforts of 
top union leadership, there are few plants left 
in which Communists speak for the workers. 
But with the prize of blocking West German 
rearmament through direct action at the man- 
agement level now theoretically available, the 
Communists can be expected to redouble their 
efforts to control Ruhr labor.

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What the Swindle Cost 


The Truman Administration delayed the price 
freeze until Jan. 25. What did it cost? 

According to the Economic Stabilization 
Agency, each one per cent rise in the cost of 
living takes two billion dpllars a year from con- 
sumers’ pockets. The cost of living index has 
gone up 5 per cent since last June, so the total 
cost to consumers so far is around 10 billion 
dollars a year. 

The best indication of where the cost of 


‘living is likely to go in the future is the Gov- 


ernment’s index of wholesale prices. That has 


tone up more than 14 per cent since last June. 


So if the cost of living goes up that much in 
the end, the total cost of the delay in freezing 


prices will run to more than 28 billion dollars 


a year. 
Just by way of comparison, the new taxes 
imposed on individyals by the Truman Admin- 
istration last year amounted to $2,700,000,000 
a year. Even assuming a further tax increase 
this year, it seems certain that Administration 
policies will take out of the citizen’s pocket far 
more in price increases than in tax increases. 
Politically, it’s a lot easier that way. 
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The weatherman’s freeze up included a roll- 
back all the way to zero.

All of this is ample reason for Congress to 
take a second look at the price stabilization law. 
Why should every farm product be exempted 
from stabilization until it reaches parity? Why 
should not the standard be the actual status 
of farm income in general, rather than. the 
particular status of particular prices? Why 
should not the currently exempted foods be 
brought under price control so long as the 
farmer enjoys a fair share of the national in- 
come?

For there is a serious possibility, as 
Paul Ghali of the Chicago Daily News points out, 
that De Gaulle and his far right-wing supporters 
can ride to power on the crest of the rearma- 
ment effort. 

Complete collapse in Indochina, sharp reduc-

There has never been a racketeer of 
first rank importance convicted of income 
tax fraud in California. 

Dorothy A. McCreedy is a convicted 
white slaver. She has been reported to 
the Bureau of Internal Revenue as a sus- 
pected income tax evader. However, the 
McCreedy woman is also a partner in a 
business called Safety Step Sales Co., and 
one of her co-partners is Ernest Michael 
Schino, chief field deputy in the office of 
the Collector of Internal Revenue, North- 
ern District of California. We are in- 
formed by bureau officials that her income 
tax troubles have been settled by the pay- 
ment of back taxes without penalty and 
without criminal prosecution. 


Anna B. Schultz is also engaged in the 
prostitution racket. Her establishment 
was conducted in competition with an 
older house of ill-fame operated by per- 
sons reported to be agents of the Mc- 
Creedy woman. The Bureau of Internal 
Revenue commenced an investigation of 
the Schultz woman as a possible income 
tax evader. While‘the matter was pend- 
ing, the Schultz woman was approached by 
William D. Malloy, the deputy in charge 
of the Salinas office of the Collector o 
Internal Revenue, who obtained 8500. 


The Intelligence Unit made an investi- 
gation. Malloy wase compelled to refund 
the 3500 and his conduct was officially 
described as reprehensible and subject to- 
discipline. The discipline inflicted con- 
sisted of the transfer of Malloy from the 
Salinas office to the collector’s head office 
in San Francisco. 


The Mountain City Consolidated Copper 
Co. was organized and managed by Patrick 
Mooney, who at the same time held the 
office of chief field deputy in the office 
of the Collector. of Internal Revenue, Dis- 
trict of Nevada. All except one of the 
company's officers and directors are fed- 
eral officials. 

For years the Mountain City Consoli- 
dated Copper Co. has been the subject of 
criminal complaints in California. Its 


name closely imitates. the name of the 
Mountain City Copper Co., à different 
corporation owning a bona fide mine and 
having stock with recognized value. Bunco 


men and dishonest salesmen have been 


able repeatedly to palm off the stock of 
the Mountain City Consolidated Copper 
Co. to unsuspecting purchasers who be- 
lieve it to be the valuable stock of the 
Mountain City Copper Co. 

It was reported that sales of stock of 
the Mountain City Consolidated Copper 
Co. were being made to gamblers in Las 
Vegas, Nev., whose income tax returns 
were under investigation. These com- 
plaints were investigated by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission and were 
verified. 

In contrast, Robert Kaltenborn, a Las 
Vegas business man who refused to buy 
stock in the company, was convicted of 
income tax evasion and sentenced to im- 
prisonment. He is the only man in Nevada 
prosecuted for income tax fraud in years. 

Mooney and the Mountain City Consoli- 
dated Copper Co. have again appeared, in 
connection with the affairs of an abortion- 
ist convicted in San Francisco and - = 
serving a term of imprisonment. e 
abortionist made.a statement in writing 
concerning the manner in which $5000 had 
been extorted from her to avoid cfiminal 
prosecution for income tax evasion and to 
secure a reduction in the amount of back 
taxes and penalties. 

Sometime in June 1950, the investiga- 
tion by the Intelligence Unit was ordered 
closed.’ Mooney and associates were 
declared by the Bureau of Internal Reve- 
nue to have been exonerated. 

All of the facts stated above are known 
to the Bureau of Internal Revenue and in 
most instances have been on file with the 
bureau for some years, but no prosecution 
has been had.

Downgrading Needed.

That is more than can fairly be 
expected of any man, and it is 
important, indeed necessary it 
seems to me, to deflate and down- 
grade the expectations which have 
been built up for Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s return. The things which 
he can do and must be helped to 
do and which he is peculiarly 
fitted to do will be made even 
more difficult than they are if too 
great expectations are aroused 
about what he is to say, if he is 
put in the false position of having 
to decide yes or no on a policy 
to which, except on certain ques- 
tions of method, the nation is 
thoroughly committed. 


We must, I think, deflate the 
notion that he is going to say 
either that Europe cannot be de- 
fended or that the European na- 
tions are about to do all the im- 
possible things that Mr. Hoover, 
for example, insist that they must 
do before we do anything more. 
In one way or another Gen. Eisen- 
hower is bound to say what is, 
in fact, the self-evident truth: 
that a serious effort to increase 
the military power of Western 
Europe, and to prove our own 
solidarity with the fate of Europe, 
is essential not only to the sur- 
vival but to the rehabilitation of 


Europe. 


Not Ground Troops Alone. 


To say this is not to say that 
the “defense” of Europe—in the 
sense of an ability to repel the 
Red Army — depends solely, or 
even decisively, on the ground 
armies which can be stationed in 
Western Europe. Nobody in Eu- 
rope really believes that an army 
capable of defeating the Red Army 
can be assembled quickly in Eu-

The Real Reason. 


The real reason for re-arming 
the Western nations, for organiz- 
ing an Atlantic army with an 
American commander, for enlarg- 
ing our own forces on the Euro- 
pean continent—and for re-arm- 
ing in any form at all the West 
Germans—is that this is essential 
in order to restore the inner sta- 
bility, the national self-respect, 
the diplomatic weight, the sov- 


ereign authority and independ-. 


ence of the great nations of our 
Western society. 


There are some who would say 
that the American people are not 
capable of understanding this 
true and constructive reason for 
our policy. They would argue that 
nothing can be accomplished ex- 
cept by terrorizing the people 
into doing the right thing for the 
wrong reasons. And so they tell 
the American people that unless 
we send several more divisions 
to Germany, unless we drive the 
British and the French to re-arm 
to some theoretical level by some 
near date, which is officially to 
be regarded as doomsday, the 
Russians will be in Paris, the 
Russians will own the industries 
of Western Europe, London will 
be untenable, and the school chil- 
dren of Washington will be lying 
face down in the corridors of 
their schools, as we are now 
teaching them to do, in order to 
save themselves from the atomic 
bomb. 

I do not believe that we can 
make strength ‘through terror, 
power through hysterics, or in- 
fluence through nightmares, 


No Army Without Peace. 


If, for example, it is true that 
there is to be war in Europe 
this year, what in the name of 
common sense is the good of 
sending more American arms to 
be captured and more American 
soldiers to be trapped? 

Is it not as plain as plain can 
be that if the Eisenhower army 
can be formed at all—as it should 
and must be—it can be formed 
only if there is reasonable cer- 
tainty that war is not going to 
come in the next few years? 

How can anyone who thinks 
about it expect the Germans to 
join the army when they hear 
from Americans that the war may 
begin just about the time when 
they have signed up, and got 
themselves identified for special 


attention when: the Russians oc- * 


cupy Western Germany? The ar- 
guments which are supposed to 
frighten’ Congress into doing the 
right thing about re-armament 
frighten the Europeans into a be- 
lief that we think their position 
is hopeless. 

Th¢ notion that fears of im- 
minent doom can make us strong 
is in fact so dangerously silly 
that one can explain it only on 
the ground that those who prac- 
tice it have fallen in love with 
the sound of their own voices, 
and have forgotten who is in 
the audience listening to what 
they say.

NEW MEASURING 
DEVICE ACCURATE TO 
ONE 100,000,000TH 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (UP)— 
The National Bureau of Stand- 
ards offered to research labora- 
tories today the most precise 
instrument ever devised for meas- 
uring length. 

The new “ultimate standard of 
length”—accurate to one part in 
100,000,000 — is a spectroscopic 
lamp containing a small glass tube 
of mercury 198, a radioisotope 
produced by nuclear bombard- 
ment of gold in the Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., atomic furnaces. 

The mercury lamp can be used 
in conjunction with complex op- 
tical equipment as a measuring 
instrument because it emits a 
green light whose wave length is 
a constant 21 millionths of an 
inch. | 

The bureau pointed out that the 
official standard of length for 
the civilized world still is a plati- 
num “meter bar” kept in a vault 
in Paris. The greatest accuracy 
obtainable with such a metal 
standard is one part in 10,000,000 
—not nearly precise enough for 
modern atomic physics. 

Most laboratory measurements 
in recent ye have been made 
with a spectroscopic instrument 
using the red light from cad- 
mium as its standard of length. 
The mercury lamp is considered 
about 300 per cent more accu- 
rate than the cadmium lamp.

distant artillery. ~Let’s face it 
for too many millions of us that 
war is remembered only as a time 
of high adventure, or easy money. 
“ In Des Moines last October, I 
met a.young Purple Heart vet- 


eran in the Elks Club. He was 
depressed and angry. 

“A lot of the older men I know 
talk about getting the war over 
with now,” he told me. Don't 
they realize you can’t get a war 
over with like a cold shower? I 
was in the Hurtgen Forest with 
the Fourth Division. It used to 
take us a week to move ahead 
half à mile.“ 

The Europeans know such 
things and they'll fight World 
War III only if they’re sure 
there’s no alternative but Soviet 
domination. 

But they’re not convinced yet 
that peace without surrender is 
impossible. That’s why they hesi- 
tate to support us in action 
which they feel may embroil the 
free world in full scale war with 
China and may even precipitate 
a Russian invasion of Europe and 
atomic retaliation. 

This does not ean Western 
Europeans won't rearm for de- 
fense. Gen. Eisenhower will tell 
Americans this week that they 
will. But rearmament and con- 
tinued negotiation, they feel, are 
not incompatible. 

“Many people,” said the con- 
servative London Economist last 
week, “will not put their backs 
into soldiering or civil defense or 
factory production until they are 
satisfied that a serious attempt 
has been made to get out of 
Moscow a wide or limited agree- 
ment.” 

And the editorial concluded: 
“Neither strength alone nor peace 
alone is an* adequate cry for the 
West—neither rearmament alone, 
which is the means of one, nor 
negotiation alone, which is the 
means of the other. The only 
hopeful policy is peace through 
strength, arms and diplomacy.” 

Whether we like it or not, 
Britain, France and Europeans 
in general are going to try to 
preserve the precarious peace 
so long as negotiation is pos- 
sible. They will help us resist 
aggression and thev will sur- 
render none of their freedom 
to the Soviet. 

But if America rightly or 
wrongly appears determined to 
tick te a no-comprontise policy 
in the Far East—if, for exam- 
ple, we flout the United Na- 
tions and take unilateral action 
—then America will lose the 
support of Europe and of all 
nations whose people are able 
to feel the nightmare of World 
War III in their bones. 

For what it’s worth, this is 
the opinion of every European 
I’ve talked to these past two 
days and every editorial I’ve 
read in the anti-Communist 
French and British press. 

My editor friend went even 
farther. “You Americans would 
be alone,” he said with sadness 
and with apprehension, “alone 
with your atom bombs and all 
humanity against you.“

One authoritative opinion 
now is that the different length 
of colds is due to infection with 
different viruses. That is, one 
cold virus may produce à three- 
day illness, another a seven-day 
illness and possibly another virus 
a two-week cold.

COLDS SHOULD NOT be ig- 
nored because they do tend to in- 
vite pneumonia and bronchitis, al- 
though not as often as does in- 
fluenza. Children may have mid- 
dle-ear infection ‘and mastoiditis 
following a cold. 

Since colds cannot yet be cured, 
the only thing you can do is try 
to relieve your symptoms without 
hurting yourself. Most of the time, 
aspirin relieves the aches and an 
inhaler relieves the nose conges- 
tion.

ITS A COMMON SITUATION. The very young and the 
very old sometimes have a mutual attraction for each other; 
and the parents may be in the middle, fighting on two fronts. 
In the 5000 consultations given each year at the office of the 
American Institute of Family Relations, and in the 50,000 or so 
letters received annually this three-generation problem comes 
up continually. 

Sometimes grandpa and grandma are hopelessly out of 
step, and the only solution is to move away. Sometimes they 
become more and more bossy as they grow older. It's a 
‘patural compensation for their feeling that they are losing 
«Authority, competence and respect. They may be hard to re- 
educate. 

In Mrs. W.’s case the explanation was different. She had 
been brought up under strict control. She rebelled at the time, 
and still felt that she had been held down too much during her 
early years. As her own children approached the teens she 
relived in them her own early difficulties. She was deter- 
- mined that grandpa and grandma would not boss them as she 
‘herself had been bossed, so she began to punish her parents, 
not for their present sins, but for those she thought they had’ 


committed years ago!

. ACTUALLY, THE OLDER COUPLE was behaving pretty 
‘well. It was not too easy for them to have a family of four 
“unloaded on them! But Mrs. W. continually poisoned the chil- 
dren's minds against their grandparents, continually referred to 
the older generation in uncomplimentary terms, continually 
found fault with the grandparents ever when they did nothing. 

The situation was becoming intolerable. 

The cure in this instance was a few weeks of education for 
all concerned, and particularly for Mrs.,W. When she realized 
that she was merely trying to punish her parents for something 
they had done 15 or 20 years ago, she stopped. 

Three generations in one home are likely to have trouble. 
They can often avoid trouble if they know where it comes from.

It has taken me a long time to 
find that out, because I am a born 
trouper. My father used to say,

there,” and he was right. I would 
have trouped in a shoe factory. 

As it happened, I got into a 
business where trouping counts. 
One snowy Christmas eve before 
I was 3 years old, I began sing- 
ing and dancing on the stage in 
a little town in Minnesota. I 
poured my heart into five straight 
choruses of “Jingle Bells,” and I 
would have kept it up all night 
if Dad hadn’t carried me off, 
kicking and yelling like an In- 
dian. 

I don’t know whether I actually 
remember that or whether I've 
heard people talk about it so 
much that it seems as if I re- 
member, but I do know this: I 
took one look at all those people, 
laughing and applauding, and I 
fell hopelessly in love with audi- 
ences. After 25 years, I still love 
them,_and it has been a serious 
romance. 

I wanted it that way. My moth- 
er is a strong-minded woman, but 
she was never a “stage mamma.” 
During those vaudeville years, my 
sisters and I, while standing in 
countless wings waiting for our 
cues, used to hear other mothers 
threatening their children, saying 
thinks like, “You go on out there 
or I'll break your head,” and it 
made us kind of sick. 

Nobody ever talked to me like 
that or forced me in any way. I 
drove myself—but it was my own 


doing. 


Why I felt compelled to do it, 
I don’t entirely know. It wasn't 
to forget my troubles—I’ve never 
been able to lose myself com- 
pletely in my work the way some 
people can—but so much of the 
time acting was the only reliable 
thing I knew, the only place 
where 1 felt like a useful person, 
where people said, Fine, you did 
a good job.

Being the daughters of show 
people, Sue and Jinny were al- 
ready a song-and-dance team for 
all community affairs, and I was

Love With Audiences at 3— Child- 
hood Years in Desert Town Were Un- 
happy—How She Got Movie Chance

was all eyes and ears. They told 
me to sit quietly on a box—they 
should have known better. 

I marched out in the middle of 
my sisters’ performance and 
launched into “Jingle Bells” at 
After that, 
there were three Gumm sisters 
in the act instead of twe. 


In 1927, Dad sold the theater in 
Grand Rapids and bought another 
in Lancaster, a little town in Cali- 
fornia, on the edge of the Mojave 
desert. 

We lived there for nine years, 
and I wasn’t happy any of that 
time. It wasn’t anybody’s fault. 
Life in those desert towns can 
be rough; the land is barren, red- 
brown and harsh, and the people 
come to be a lot like it. 

We were away a lot, because 
by that time we had started to 
tour, and the work, as always, 
had meaning for me. Mother 
played the piano and chaperoned, 
while Dad stayed home and ran 
the theater. 

1 think he and Mom were as 
happy as most couples, but she 
was part of an era that was hard 
on women. 

As a family we were never 
poor, but as a vaudeville act we 
were frequently broke. There 
was always a manager who 
couldn't pay us, or a downright 
cheat who wouldn’t, but Mother 
never wrote home to Dad for 
money. 

Once, in Chicago, we found 
ourselves ‘working for a mob of 
real gangsters, and when, after 
six weeks, Mother tried to collect 
what was owed us, they told her 
to shut up and stay healthy. 

It was in Chicago, too, at the 
Oriental Theater, that we were 


' billed on the marquee as “The 


Glum Sisters.” We protested to 
the master of ceremonies, whose 
name was George Jessel, and he 
said bluntly that Gumm wasn't 
much better. . 

“It rhymes with crumb and 
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bum,” he said, “and in this busi- 
ness that isn't good. Why don’t 
you change it?” 

He suggested we call ourselves 
Garland after a friend of his, 
Robert Garland, then the drama 
critic of the New York World- 
Telegram and now with the Jour- 
nal-American. I doubt if we knew 
what the World-Telegram was, 
but drama critics were all right 
when they were on your side, 
and we adopted the name. 

About the same time, I ac- 
quired “Judy” from a Hoagy Car- 


michael song. At first my fam- 


ily continued to call me Baby, 
my name since infancy, but I 
wouldn’t answer until they said 
Judy, and in about three weeks 
they gave up. 

We went home to see Dad and 


-then got a call for a season’s 


work from a man we knew, 
named Bones Revers. He ran the 
Cal-Neva Lodge at Lake Tahoe. 
We had been lukewarm about go- 
ing. I was glad to be with Dad, 
and Suzy, and Jinny had discov- 
ered the opposite sex. But Bones 
always paid us, so we took the 
job.

when fall came, we left with 

Mom driving the old car, which 
was packed to the eaves. We had 
got about two miles down the 
mountain when Jinny let out a 
yelp—she’d forgotten a big hat- 
box with all our headgear in it.
